astronauts will have to develop 
a “ long duration attitude” when 
they start flying in the Skylab 
earth orbiting space station in 
1972. 


Skylab is 
planned to 
keep 
three-man crews in space for 
as long as eight weeks at a 
time to see how well man can 
live and work in orbit, 
and 
what he can do to help people 
on 
Earth. 
The 
longest 
U.S. 
spaceflight to date lasted two 
weeks. 


“ It's going to take a different 
kind of psychology, if you will, 
from what we had in the past,” 
Cunningham 
said 
recently 
in 
Huntsville, Ala. “ We’re used to 
flying fighter aircraft and quick

As Sa muel P. Ha yes, the FPA 's presi­ 
dent, writes in the introduction to the 
book, public opinion is “ a significa nt 
force in a dem ocra cy” a nd “ essentia l to 
its hea lthy functioning.” 
The better-informed the voter is. the 
u ider the ra nge of intelligent a lterna tives 
a mong which policym a kers m a y choose. 
For insta nce, how m a ny Am erica ns 
a re a wa re tha t President Nixon’s budgel 
for 19 71 shows a reduction in foreign de­ 
fense-rela ted spending? But spending on 
dom estic, econom ic, socia l a nd environ­ 
m enta l needs ha s increa sed, however in­ 
a dequa tely. 
This does not indica te a n isola tionist 
trend, a s worried Europea ns a nd Asia ns 
fea r. But it certa inly indica tes a new 
a ssessm ent of priorities, it does m ea n a 
pra gm a tic America n policy of “ nonin­ 
volvem ent” in other na tions’ dom estic 
a ffa irs.

“ f oreign Policy Priorities” a lso dea ls 
with such topics a s U.S. sta kes in the 
Middle Ea st, Vietna m , NATO, Russia a nd 
La tin America . Perha ps the most inter­ 
esting cha pter is on the U.S. rela tions 
with Red China . 


Although there ha s been a shift in 
W a shington's policy on China — a wa y 
from strict conta inm ent a nd isola tion — 
the Nixon a dministra tion is still opposed 
to Peking's m em bership in the United 
Na tions. 


Critics of tins policy insist tha t the 
Peking regim e, representing som e 800 
million ma inla nd Chinese, should be in­ 
vited to join the U.N. a nd even be given 
the sea t in the Security Council tha t is 
now held by President Chia ng Ka i-shek s 
Na tiona lists. 


in their view 
pa rticipa tion in U.N. 
a ctivities could ha ve a constructive in­ 
fluence on Peking’s interna tiona l beha ­ 
vior a nd possibly on pea ce in Southea st 
Asia , 


This, ol course, would ultim a tely lea d 
to a “ Two-China ” policy, which so fa r is 
a s una ccepta ble to Chia ng a s it is to Ma o 
Tse-tung. 


However, those who oppose Peking’s 
a dmission into the U.N. cla im tha t M a o’s 
bra nd of fa na tic communism a nd revolu­ 
tiona ry brinkma nship still constitutes the 
prime threa t to a sta ble pea ce in Asia . 
The United Sta tes, they believe, ca n best 
force modera tion on Peking’s regime by 
continuing to freeze it out of the world 
community a nd by ta citly supporting the 
Russia ns in their conflict with the Chi­ 
nese. 
But the Nixon a dministra tion obvious­ 
ly intends to rema in “ una ligned” m the 
Soviet-Chinese conflict while persisting in 
efforts to enga ge in constructive negotia ­ 
tions with both Communist na tions.

11.5 fra ncs 
for 
“ fa m ily 
a llow a nces.” 
These a llowa nces a re direct, regula r a nd 
progressive ca sh pa ym ents to a ny per­ 
son with a t lea st two dependent children. 
They rise when children a re between 
10 a nd 15 yea rs old a nd continue to be 
pa id up to a ge 18 if the children a re lea rn­ 
ing a tra de a nd up to a ge 20 if they a re 
continuing their school educa tion. 
For insta nce, a fa m ily with two de­ 
pendent children is given a n a utom a tic 
$35 in ca sh every month, a n a mount of 
m oney which ha s a grea ter purcha sing 
power in Fra nce tha n it does in the United 


Sta tes’. If there a re five dependent chil­ 
dren, a nd two of them a re over 10 yea rs 
old, 
the socia l 
security 
a utom a tica lly 
pa ys the fa m ily $130 a month. 


Besides fa m ily a llowa nces, pra ctica lly 
a ll childbirth expenses a re defra yed by 
socia l security. There is a prena ta l a llow­ 
a nce, pa id in three insta llm ents during 
pregna ncy; then a ma ternity a llowa nce, 
with one insta llm ent pa id a t birth a nd 
the other six months la ter. 


These benefits a re a ll pa ya ble, inciden­ 
ta lly, to a ny woma n resident in Fra nce 
a t the tim e of pregna ncy a nd delivery, 
rega rdless of her na tiona lity. 


It pa ys, litera lly, to ha ve children m 
Fra nce, yet tha t country ha s one of the 
most sta ble popula tions in the world. This 
would seem to suggest tha t there a re 
m a ny fa ctors other tha n m oney involved 
in whether people ha ve or do not ha ve 
children, a nd how' ma ny they ha ve.

As if ma rijua na use by (Ms in Viet­ 
na m were not enough of a problem, some 
soldiers ha ve discovered a new wa y to 
get high -— on a substa nce unwittingly 
supplied to them by the Army itself. 


Word ha s gotten a round tha t ea ting or 
inha ling a pla stic explosive known a s C-4 
will produce intoxica tion sim ila r to tha t 
from drinking ethyl a lcohol.

C-4 is a putty like ma teria l widely used 
for clea ring la nd a nd destroying enem y 


bunkers. Beca use it ca n be detona ted 
only with a n electric spa rk, it is rela tively 
sa fe to ca rry a nd store, a nd beca use it 
burns without exploding it ca n be used 
a s cooking fuel. In fa ct, field ma nua ls 
suggest the use ot C-4 for fuel when noth­ 
ing else is a va ila ble. 
The ma nua ls a re now being revised 
to include wa rnings a bout the possible 
ha rmful effects of C-4. However, notes 
Dr. Willia m J . Stone of the Na shville. 
Tenn., 
Vetera ns 
Hospita l. 
“ Wa rnings 
ha ve not reduced the use <>l ma rijua na , 
r>r even heroin a nd other drugs.” 
C-4, he thinks, is but one more sym p­ 
tom of the world-wide problem of drug 
a buse.

economist with the U.S. Eco­ 
nomic Research Service.

Army Women Get St ars; G E N 
Ho isin g to n 
Ou t-Ra

When the stars of brigadier 
general 
were 
pinned 
on the 
shoulder of E . P. Hoisington 
a few weeks ago, it was a 
proud moment for a family 
steeped in Army tradition. 


One-star generals arc not 
uncommon, though, and so it 
was 
unusual 
for 
four-star 
types, as well as other offi- 
eias, to turn out for the cere­ 
mony at the Pentagon inaugu­ 
rating 
Gen. 
Hoisington 
into 
suffrage, 
it marked the oeea- 
ie occasion. 
Coming not long before the 
50th anniversary of women's 
the ranks. Rut it was an histor- 
sion of the first women — 
one of them Elizabeth P. Hoi- 
sington — being given general 
rank. 
It took Congress about a 
quarter century after creation 
of the Women's Army Auxilia­ 
ry Corps ( ‘auxiliary’ has since 
been dropped from the name) 
to get around to repealing a 
law that restricted promotions 
for 
woman 
officers 
to 
the 
rank of colonel. 


Actually that was done in 
1PH7 and President Lyndon R. 
Johnson signed the lasv in No­ 
vember that year. But it was 
not until June 11 that two la­ 
dies got their stars, including 
Elizabeth 
Hoisington, 
then 
commander of the WAC. 


Her father and three broth­ 
ers all are West Point gradu­ 
ates and two sisters married 
regular 
A rim 
officers. 
She 
outranks them all. 


The former restrictions on 
promotions for women in the 
service 
also 
limited 
each 
branch to only on«’ colonel 
rank. 
That, 
too, 
has 
been 
dropped. 


Gen. Hoisington enlisted in 
the WAAC in 1942 and has 
served 
in 
London, 
Paris, 
Frankfurt and Tokyo in addi­ 
tion to numerous spots in the 
United States. 


An energetic woman in her 
early 
50s 
with 
short, curly 
gray hair, she is enthusiastic 
about Army careers for wom­ 
en. “ It's a splendid way of 
life,” she says.

The po stal serv ice will nego ti­ 
ate pay and wo rking co nditio ns 
with po stal unio ns.
